ITALY PLEDGES 
INTEGRITY OF 
GREECE, CORFU 


Great Britain Given As- 
surances, Say News- 
paper Reports 


ATHENS, April 11. — Greek 
newspapers announced today “we 
are in position to assert that the 
Italian government gave to 
Greece categoric assurances” that 
it would respect the integrity of 
Greece, including the Island of 
Corfu. 

Editorial] statements along this 
line were printed in morning news- 
papers as footnotes to reports from 
Berlin and Paris that Italy had as- 
sured Great Britain she had no in-| 
tention of infringing on Greek ter- 
ritorial rights” Hee 

The mystery concerning British 
fleet movements in the Mediterran- 
ean deepened today when respon- 
sible Athens sources were unable to 
confirm reports that British war- 
ships were plying the waters off the 
island of Corfu. 


In London it was generally be- 
lieved Britain's Mediterranean fleet 
was converging upon the strategic 
Greek island near the mouth-of the 
Adriatic and within sight of the 
south shore of Albania, following a 
reported warning by Prime Minister 
Chamberlain that seizure of the 
island by Italy would be a cause for 
war. 


ROYAL VISIT TO 
CANADA, U. S., 
NOW IN DOUBT 


LONDON, April 11—As Prime 
Minister Chamberlain left his 
Downing Street residence today 
to call on King George at Buck- 
ingham Palace, the Associated 
Press reported “there were un- 
confirmed reports they might con- 
cider cancellation of Their Maj- 
esties’ projected visit to Canada 
and the United States next 
month,” 

Earlier in the day it had been 
said that despite the seriousness 
of the European situation there 
had been no suggestion that the 
trip might be cancelled, Prepar- 
ations were said to be continuing 
in the normal way. 


LONDON, April 11—The battle 
cruiser Repulse on cruise prior to 
being assigned to the special duty 
of taking the King and Queen to 
Canada next month, remained at 
Gibraltar today, causing speculation 
that she was being held there to 
strengthen the Mediterranean fleet 
in view of the international situa- 
tion.

FRANCE ACTS 


TO INCREASE 
ARMED UNITS 


Will Be Ready To Meet 
Any Possible Moves 
By Germany 


PARIS, April 11—The govern- 
ment of Premier Edouard Dala- | 
dier prepared for immediate ac- 
tion today to meet any possible 
military moves by Germany and 
Italy following the latter's emer- 
gency into the Balkans at Ti- 
rans. 

Armed with powers of secret di- 
plomacy and secret mobilization 
Premier Daladier was reported to 
have acted: 

1—To draw up plans to increase 
French fighting forces. 
2—To prepare the French navy

military forces in event of trouble. 
The French press reported that 
Daladier, during his extraordinary 
session yesterday with the national 
defence council, had drawn up 
plans to swell the French army.

Great Britain's Mediterranean de- 
fence system.

Bristling with guns,

Ever since the 1935 crisis over 
Italy’s invasion of Ethiopia, Britain 
has been putting Malta into fighting 
trim. Munitions and food have 
been stored underground to preserve 
it in case of a long siege. 

Hidden guns, electrically con- 
trolled sea mines and cleverly 
concealed machine-guns guard the 
island which is a base for land, 
sea and air forces, 

Malta is 17 miles long and nine 
miles wide, but most of its harbor 
facilities, docks and airdromes are 
concentrated at the southeastern 
corner. Its ring of forts are unim- 
pressive to the casual observer, but 

below ground there are huge rooms 
and tunnels cut through solid rock. 

Defences are so arranged that 
Britain believes small handfuls of 
men could hold large areas of 
Malta's bays against anything except 
direct hits,

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This is a broad scale plan, proposing 
sweeping changes in the method of deal- 
| ing with the wheat problem. It is in fact 
the first attempt made to deal in a con-

| wheat. Hitherto Canada has only tempor- 
ized with the changed situation, hoping 
that it would reverse and restore the old 
order of things. 
Whether we like it or not, the fact is 
now apparent that the new order has 
come to stay indefinitely, and to be 
nodified only gradually. The nations are 
not turning from economic darkness to 
| light like converts at a revival, throwing 
down their tariff barriers and resuming 
trade on the sane basis of former times. 
They are at best making grudging con- 
cessions here and there under pressure of 
adversity, and it is idle to hope for an 
early re-opening of the former great im- 
orting markets. 

The present problem is not how to 
grow and sell as much wheat as the west 
used to produce and market profitably; 
that bootless conundrum may be left to 
puzzle-workers. The practical question is 
how the western farmer may be helped to 
maintain himself in a world that does not 
want and will not buy as much wheat as 
it did ten years ago. 

Whatever defects may be found in the 
plan proposed to meet this changed set 
of circumstances, it is aimed in the right 
direction. The objective is to maintain the 
farm family, not to induce production of 
the maximum amount of wheat. The 
scheme bears the marks of a serious and 
patient effort to work oui a system under 
which the inevitable readjustment of

The Lost Markets 


On this matier of exporting to the populous 
lands, it happens that only a few days ago the 
United States Minister of Agriculture, Secretary 
Wallace, had «something to say. Mr. Wallace 
stated that the European market, which in the 
1920's “took the products of 50,000,000 acres of 
American farm land,” is “gone forever.” It is 
“gone forever” from Canada, too, and the plight 
of western wheat-growers seems to prove it. 
Secretary Wallace says there are two possible 
ways of dealing with the new situation. One is 
to find some markets for United States products 
in the New World. The other—the one on which 
he sets greater store—is to increase home con- 
sumption of a new price system. 

Canadian statesmen may possibly have to 
come to a similar solution. If only the 900,000 
on urban and agricultural relief in Canada were 
enabled to consume to the extent of their reason- 
able needs, the present problem of distributing 
the country’s surplus would be solved in part. 
—Ottawa Citizen. 


Poland 


Great Britain and Poland, as a result of the 
visit to London of Polish Foreign Minister Col- 
onel Joseph Beck, will enter into an agreement 
of a permanent and reciprocal character to re- 
place the present temperary unilateral assur- 
ance giver by the British government to the 
Polish government last week. This means that 
each country will render military assistance to 
the other “in the event of any threat, direct or 
indirect, to the independence of either.” 
Minister Chamberlain read his statement to the 
British House of Commons and explained that 
while “the two governments are in complete 
agreement upon certain general principles”— 
the main one, of course, being that of the pledge 
of military co-operation against an aggressor— 
“a more precise definition of various ways in 
which necessity for such assistance might arise 
would require further examination before a per- 
manent agreement could be completed.” Noth- 
ing in the final document, however, will pre- 
clude either government from making agree- 
ments with other countries “in the genera] in- 
terest of consolidation of peace.”

Collective Security 

A demand for “a policy of collective security” 
lis } y off the tongues of C.C.F. spokes- 
T e House of Commons as they invoke 
a St. Nicholas League of Nations to temper the 
ury of dictators. But when it comes down to a 
cal plan for security their verbal artillery 
makes about as cheering noise as any dictator 
could wish to hear. 

On March 30 Mr. J. S. Woodsworth placed 
on Hansard the foreign policy resolution adopted 
by his Federation in July of last year, stating 
thet “Caneda must free herself from her present 
commitments (based upon the conception of 
Canada as a colony rather than as a free and 
self-governing nation), which would automat- 
ically involve her in a war to which another 
member of the Commonwealth is a party.” On 
the following day the Federation's President, 
Mr. M. J. Coldwell, said in the Commons: 
“Events have shown conclusively that the pres- 
ent Government of Great Britain will not take 
a stand for democracy, but will take some stand 
only when their own particular interests are 
involved or threatened.” Another member of 
the C.C.F. family in the House, Mr. Angus Mac- 
Innis, declered on Tuesday that British foreign 
policy was governed by class interests of those 
who “stand in mortal fear of the growing power 
of the working class,” and those who would do 
anything to maintain their class interests. 

According to these speakers, apperently, 
collective security begins by destroying the col- 
lective power of the British Empire by planting 
suspicion and mistrust in the minds of the Cana- 
dian people. Parliamentarian Coldwell told the 
Commons the British people “must be made to 
realize that, unless and until they choose a gov- 
ernment which is loyal to democratic principles 
and secial justice, this country will not allow 
itself to be embroiled in a war fought to defend 
great economic interests.” 

The suggestion that one democracy might 
hold a club over another to make it toe a 
# political mark is about as bright as the rest 
of the C.C.F. case for democratic security. The 
argument does not warrant serious attention 
except as an example of the sham which sur- 
rounds much of the talk about collective action. 

The League of Nations was wrecked by the 
same spirit of mistrust which C.C.F. spokesmen 
and others ere trying to create toward Britain, 
yet it remains their phantom cure-all. In Mr. 
Coldwell’s opinion, “the first requisite for our 
assistance should be the rebuilding of the League 
of Nations, based upon social and economic 
justice, and capable of guaranteeing the security 
of states that were loyal to their obligations as 
members of the League.” We know of nothing 
to prevent Mr. Coldwell, Mr. Woodsworth and 
Mr. MacInnis from going to Geneva, if they wish, 
or to Patagonia or Timbuctoo, and rebuilding a 
League of Netions to carry out their demands. 

Statesmen who realize that the world can 
not wait for the millennium before checking 
the despots of Europe sre going to London. 
France is not putting its faith in the platitudes 
of Geneva, but in realistic Britain. Poland, the 
Balkan states and the United States are relying 
on the Chamberlain government league. 

The obvious need of unity for collective 
security is the first requisite to be recognized 
in this country. If there is to be security for 
the democracies it will come through faith in

Tt was fitting for Mussolini to choose the anni- 
versary of the Crucifixion to send warships, 
bombing planes and troops to invade and occupy 
the little kingdom of Albania. He had paved 
the way with the customary fictions that some 
of his nationals were not being treated kindly by 

the Albanians, and that his 
GOOD FRIDAY warships, bombing squadrons 
IN ALBANIA and legions were invited there 

to restore peace and order. 
His conquest in Spain, aided by the non-inter- 
vention committee and the success of Hitler in 
Czecho-Slovakia, have whetted his desire for 
more.

He had 
gained recognition for the rape of Ethiopia with- 
out fulfilling his promise to withdraw Italian 
troops from Spain.

“Stop Hitler” democracies. 

A pretty price Europe—and perhaps the 
whole world—will yet pay for that betrayal of 
democracy in Spain. There was the place where 
the march of the dictators could have been 
stopped, and should have been stopped, ere it 
had got under way. Much blood will flow ere 
that cowardly error is purged 
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Albania has undergone many changes of rule 
since she was part of the Turkish kingdom. It 
won its independence in the first Balkan War of 
1913. A German prince, William of Weid, be- 
came its first ruler, but the Great War brought 
his government to an end. Italy took possession 

of it in 1917, but Italian rule 
A CHILD OF was not acceptable to this

a republic, but reverted to their ancient form of 
king rule when their president, Ahmed Bey 
Zogu, became ruler in 1928 as King Zog I. The 
search of King Zog for a wife with money was a 
frequent source of revenue to writers for the 
illustrated supplements.

In Argentina, the authorities are holding 
some Nazi agents while investigating the work 
of German embassy officials. South America, 
once a sphere of influence yielding large trade 
to Germany, seems to have soured on the over- 
zealous Nazis. The particular cause of the 

Argentinian investigation is 
NAZI PLOTS IN an alleged Nazi plot to seize 
ARGENTINA Patagonia. All South Amer- 

ica is alarmed at the Nazi 
peril. The newspaper Noticias Graficas started 
the enquiry by printing a purported despatch to 
the Reich Colonial office from the chief of the 
Nazi party in Argentina, who acts also as Coun- 
sellor of the German Embassy at Buenos Aires. 

Twenty-seven enclosures, including six maps 
supposedly obtained from the Argentine Gen- 
eral Staff Office, were reproduced by the paper 
in making its charge. The despatch states that 
espionege contacts had been established in the 
Ministries of War, Marine and Agriculture, in the 
Coast Defence Headquarters, the Bureau of 
Mines, the Government Petroleum Corporation, 
the Standard Oil Company and in the Bank of 
Argentina. 

It names seven German societies and business 
firms—including the Embassy—which have been 
organized as espionage centres, and describes 
the countries of The Pampas, Neuquen, Rio 
Negro, Chubut, Santa Cruz and Tierra del Fuego 
(all the country south of the Rio Negro river to 
Cape Horn) with details of their mining, agri- 
cultural and petroleum wealth, which it is sug- 
gested shall be annexed as a German colony. 

Color is given the charges by the recent 
clesing of German schools in Pategonia, on dis- 
covery that pupils were taught they must bear 
allegiance to Adolph Hitler and not to Argentina, 
and that the German language instead of Span- 
ish was used. 

The German Embassy has denied the accusa- 
tions, contending that the documents are for- 
geries. The Argentina government is making 
a ful] investigation. Enrique Jurges, a former 
Nazi and friend of Captain Ernst Roehm (Hit- 
Jer's former chief of staff who was murdered in 
the chancellor's “blood purge” in June, 1934), is 
said to have supplied the newspaper with its 
documents and information.

Even 
it it cost 40c a bushel or if it costs) 
45c a bushel to grow the same 
amount of wheat, or a lesser 
amount, while other products are 
being produced on the same land, | 
with five families upon, say, two 
and a half sections of land, instead 
and three 
tractors and two hired men, then 
I am in favor of the five families,” | 
and (2) “We intend to introduce a 
bill to deal with emergencies, which 
legislation, we hope. will make) 
home-building on the prairies more 
secure...” 

If the foregoing assertions had 
come from some urban Canadian 
here in the so-called “Industrial 
East,” I would not be writing this 
letter. It is my opinion, however, 
(and I would expect it to be Mr. 
Gardiner's, too) that either “40c” or 
“45c" for wheat represent a con- 
tinuing “emergency” for 95 out of 
every 100 wheatgrowers on the Can- 
adian prairies. I have not the least 
doubt but that the minister of agri- 
culture is aware of the common cr| 
garden fact that the average Sas- 
katchewan farmer needs a farm 
price of nearer 80c than 40c for the 
average bushel of wheat, to get 
back his production costs plus a 


average urban Canadian.

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LEGAL MEN | 
ARE DIVIDED 
ON DEBT ACT 


Fresh Sign-Ups By Farm- 
ers On Mortgages May 
Be Needed 


Counsel are divided in their 
opinions as to whether the Lim- 
Itations of Action bill enacted at 
the recently prorogued legisiative 
session will require fresh sign- 
ups of farmers with mortgage 
companies in respect to handling 
of mortgages. 

Last year the mortgage com- 
Panies signed up agreements with 
many farmers and the question of 
whether these are affected is con- | 
cerning lawyers. 

Counsel for the mortgage Loans 
Association, R. D. Tighe, K.C., has 
expressed the opinion that a fresh 
sign-up was not necessary in view 
of the amendment passed by the 
house just before prorogation. 


CONTRARY OPINION 

A contrary opinion has been ex- 
pressed in other legal quarters and| 
one lawyer has said that he is ad- 
vising clients to make a fresh sign- 
up in view of this méasure 

Hon. Lucien Maynard, minister of 
municipal affairs, who sponsored 
the bill in the house, declined to 
make any comment and said that 
the question would be further 
studied. 

Under agreements made last year, 
interest rates on mortgages were 
reduced to six per cent., effective 
for five years and in some cases 
longer. 

At the time the amendments were 
put through the legislature, the ex- 
planation was offered that ong | 
ments expiring after June 1, 1942, 
would not have to be renewed, 
while renewals would be necessary | 
in the case of agreements expiring | 
on that date.

DEBTS OUTLAWED 


The new Limitations of Actions | 
act provides for debts created prior | 
to July 1, 1936, being outlawed on| 
June 1, 1942, unless in the interval | 
an agreement is made between the| 
creditor and debtor, or if the debtor 
sued. Before commencing suii, the 
creditor must obtain a permit from 
the Debt Adjusiment board. 

The house amended the bill by 
striking out certain words referring 
to contracts renewed before April 
1, 1939. When this reference to re- 
newals was struck out, it was un- 
derstood to mean that the act would 
not apply to mortgage renewals ar- 
ranged last year. Some now think 
that this amendment did not go far | 
enough and that the act as passed | 
has the effect of invalidating the| 
1938 renewal agreements. 

This is the question over which 
learned counsel are pondering.

democracy—practically—by em- | 
bodying democratic principles in | 
school management and govern- 
ment,” Dr, Redefer declared. |

NOT A TYRANT 

“The modern teacher in the pro- 
gressive school is not a tyrant who 
merely administers a set of rules 
and compels his or her students to 
learn a set of stereotyped lessons 
word for word, but is a guide and a 
counsellor who helps the students 
discover those things which are 
most interesting and valuable to 
them.” 

In tracing the development and 
outlining the characteristics of 
the new progressive educational 
policies, he pointed out that the 
first characteristic of the new type 
school is its attractiveness. “The 
old slate blackboard set in color- 
less walls is a thing of the past. 
Color and design have been com- 
bined to make the schoolroom a 
place of beauty and utility where 
it is pleasant for boys and girls 
to spend their time. 

“The second characteristic of the 
new school is the air of friendliness 
one finds in it. Not only among 
the students, who are taught co- 

operation toward common good as 
opposed to the individual competi- 
tion which has marked earlier 
schools, but between student and 
teacher a finer feeling of co-opera- 
tion and mutual trust exists. 


VITAL INTEREST 

“The third’ thing that one notices 
in the new classroom is the vital 
interest that the students take in 
their work. They are not merely 
obeyir.g commands to study certain 
lessons. They are doing something 
in which they have developed an 
absorbing interest. 

“The fourth characteristic is the 
active part taken by the students in 
the planning of class work and pro- 
grams. erever possible and as 
far as possible all plans are made 
by the students themselves—under 
the guidance of the teacher, What 
activities shall be engaged in and 
the matter in which they shall be 
approached are all settled by 
student discussion, 


TIME-TABLES 

“The fifth thing that strikes an 
observer of the new system is the 
flexibility of it, Time-tables are 
changed to suit the occasion, as are 
the subjects studied and the 
approach to various questions. 

“And the sixth thing is the 
emphasis which is placed in the 
individual needs of students. Edu- 
cationalists have realized that chil- 
dren vary as greatly as their finger- 
prints, and what may be interesting 
to one is useless for another. All 
these things are taken into consid- 
eration,” he said.

Then, 
as Taylor hit his stride, the Generals quickened the tempo and shot the 
equalizers. 


SHOWING WEARINESSS 

Before the second period had ended, with Generals ahead 5-4, the 
lead had changed twice again. But the crowd sensed Edmonton's weari- 
ness by then and the betting in Maple Leaf Gardens’ “bullring” where 
E.A.C. started as 6-5 favorites, had Oshawa on the long end of 2-1 odds. 
It all was justified, four goals rattling past Cliff Kilburn without a reply, 


Bob Carse, with George Agar the outstanding Edmonton forwards, 
whipped in the first of his two goals just a minute and seven seconds 
after the game opened.
